SOCCEROOS STILL TO FACE REAL GOAL 


} % 


ongratulations to the Socceroos 
for successfully overcoming the 
first hurdle in their bid to qualify for 
the 2002 World Cup Finals. : 

But what looked like being a . 
mere formality turned into an 
absolute farce as the Aussies rattled 
up a ridiculous 66 goals in their four 
group games and set several crazy 
new world records along the way. 

One of the biggest gripes of non- 
soccer supporters, and some who 
do follow the game, is that there 
aren't enough goals scored in the 
world's most popular — sport, 
particularly when you compare it to 
other mainstream sports in this 
country like Australian Rules or 
basketball - even cricket has big 
scores. But 22-0 and 31-0 - there 
surely wouldn't be many people 
who'd find these sort of contests 
exciting or entertaining. And what 
about Archie Thompson scoring 13 
goals himself in a single match, to set a new world mark for 
an international fixture? 

Thompson is a promising young striker, but with all due 
respect to the Marconi player, to be the holder of such a 
record for a sport that's played in over 200 countries — it 
just doesn't seem to quite fit, particularly when you think of 
all the great strikers who have graced the international 
arena over the past 100 years or so. 

That's not to have a go at Thompson - after all, all he can 
do is put the ball in the back of the net and it's not his or the 
Socceroos job to pick the opposition. But it's a record that 
could well stand for some time and if soccer fans around the 
world look at his benchmark in 50 or 60 years' time, they 
might well wonder why this "superstriker" isn't mentioned in 
the same breath as some of the more recognised strikers of 
bygone years and revered around the globe as they are. It 
almost seems like a bit of an "artificial" record - it's just so 
farcical. 

However, like Thompson's position, you can understand 
coach Frank Farina's attitude...to a point. As each World 
Cup comes and goes without Australian representation, the 
pressure on the latest squad and their coach grows, and with 
so many Australians now plying their trade in the top leagues 
around the world, expectations from the media and the 
increasing number of soccer fans in Australia are also rising. 

Ever since he was appointed national coach about 20 
months ago, there's only been one thing on Farina's mind - 
qualification for the 2002 World Cup. And when 
questioned after his team hammered Tonga 22-0 (then a 
new world record for an international match) in its opening 
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game, Farina said he wasn't going 
to take any chances by easing off 
against anyone. 
Going into the game against the 
American Samoans, the Australians 
» were already well in front of Fiji on 


scoreline reading 16-0 at halftime, 
was it really necessary to show 
absolutely no mercy and continue to 
plunder a side consisting largely of 
teenagers and possibly a taxi driver 
or a village carpenter? And to think 
the Australians were keen to drag 
the likes of Mark Viduka and Harry 
Kewell over to take part... 

It's one thing for the Socceroos to 
treat the match seriously and 
maintain their professionalism 
throughout, as they obviously did, 
but does this sort of match do 
anyone any good? It surely can't 
help the Socceroos in their 
preparations, who must now 
overcome (probably) New Zealand, before taking on the 
fifth-placed country in the South American qualifiers in a 
two-legged affair. And such a mismatch certainly won't 
have benefited the American Samoans as they try to gain 
some sort of confidence and build on the development stage 
they're obviously at, particularly the 15 or 16-year-olds, 
many of whom had never even played a game with soccer 
boots on, according to some reports. The fact is the 
Samoans would have struggled to keep the score under 
double figures if they'd had 22 players on the pitch, but 
perhaps the Australian could have slowed down a little, 
particularly after the break. 

Having said all that, it is difficult to know what to do to 
avoid such a situation, because obviously, as part of the 
region, Australia has to play these countries. But, while 
international soccer in general is becoming much closer and 
more competitive, particularly over the past decade or so, 
as recent World Cups have shown, Australia seems to be 
rapidly outgrowing its Oceania neighbours, and if it hasn't 
already over the last fortnight, it could become quite an 
embarrassment for FIFA. 

Perhaps a solution might be for the Pacific Island nations 
to determine their own champion, who could then play in a 
round-robin group, on a home and away basis, with 
Australia and New Zealand, who like the Socceroos, are 
clearly a level above most of the other Oceania nations, 
with the winner of that mini-group going on to play the fifth- 
placed South American team. At least it might bypass some 
of these ridiculous matches and put an end to some of the 
crazy results that came out of Coffs Harbour recently.

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ook back at pre-season NSL predictions and you can 
bet your boots most pundits would have had 
Parramatta Power figuring strongly in their tips for the top 
six. It was certainly the case in The West Australian, with 
all five tipsters favouring the Power to be heavily 
involved come play-offs time. 

On paper the team looked formidable, plus there was 
the recruitment of Socceroos captain Alex Tobin from 
Adelaide and striker Joe Miller, who used to ply his trade 
in Scotland with Aberdeen and Celtic. And there was the 
canny David Mitchell at the helm as coach. He had led 
Sydney United to the grand final in the 1998/99 season 
and big things were being predicted after his move to a 
different part of the Big Smoke. 

So, the Power's failure to really catch fire has been 
one of the mysteries of this season. Okay, there was a 


stumbling start with a home loss to Marconi Stallions, but 
the Parramatta outfit backed up later with away victories 
over the gritty Newcastle United and Sydney Olympic 
and a gutsy away draw with South Melbourne. 

It did get up to third place on the ladder after Round 
12, but the second half of the season has been tinged 
with disappointment for the Sydney side, getting 
thumped 5-1 away to Wollongong Wolves and losing 
3-0 at home to South Melbourne. 

The Power also lost at home in mid-January to Perth 
Glory, with the visitors getting across the line with a last- 
minute penalty from Bobby Despotovski in the 3-2 
victory. 

Damian Mori and Kasey Wehrman, with his first goal 
for the Glory after 26 appearances, were the other 
scorers, while the classy Miller got both Parramatta's 
goals. 

The Glory, however, will be taking nothing for granted 
tonight, the team's final home fixture of the home-and- 
away program, and the Anzac spirit might be needed. 

It has always been an intriguing battle of wits and 
tactics when Mitchell and Glory coach Bernd Stange 
have crossed swords. Mitchell came out ahead when he 
was with Sydney United, knocking off the Glory in the 
preliminary final two seasons ago, and also had the 
upper hand when the Power won 3-1 in Sydney last 
season. 

Joel Griffiths and Jon Angelucci (now with Canberra) 
gave the Power a 2-0 halftime lead. Alistair Edwards 
reduced the deficit just after the break, but Angelucci 
restored it again with his second goal after 74 minutes. 

The return game in Perth in March, 2000, was 
another cracker, embroidered with plenty of controversy, 
11 bookings and two red cards. Troy Halpin got his 
marching orders for the Glory and Mark Byrnes saw red 
in the dying minutes for the visitors. 

The Glory staggered over the line as 2-1 victors with 
goals from the Brazilian striker Aurelio and Rob 
Trajkovski, his second for the club, before Walter Ardone 
steered in a late reply in a breathtaking contest that was 
full of goalmouth incidents. Shades of things to come?

BRISBANE STRIKERS 1 PERTH GLORY 4 


Perth Glory, led by a hattrick from Damian Mori, continued their march 
towards a toptwo spot with a convincing 4-1 win against Brisbane. 
Defender Jamie Harnwell gave the visitors the lead after 13 minutes 
when he headed home after Strikers keeper Corey Baldock had failed to 
hold a corner. Peter Buljan, on loan from the Glory, should have 
equalised for Brisbane after 31 minutes but shot straight at Jason 
Petkovic, and Mori made them pay, heading Brad Maloney's cross past 
Baldock seconds later. Buljan partly atoned for his miss, setting up 
Fernando Rech, who pulled one back for the home side before the break.

pore: Power were formed as a completely new entity for the 1999/2000 NSL season. Of the initial squad. 
of 14 players who started training in early August 1999, all but one were signed from 1998/99 minor premiers 
Sydney United, not to mention inaugural coach David Mitchell, who had led United to successsful seasons in 
1997/98 and 1998/99. The Power have the financial backing of the Parramatta (Rugby) League Club - one of the 
biggest clubs of its type in Australia. The League club has an 85 per cent stake in the Power, and NSL fees have 
been paid for the club's first five years. The startup budget for the new club was thought to be around $4 million. 
Much of the club's full-time squad has plenty of experience behind them with seasoned veterans Alex Tobin ( 461 
NSL games}, David Barrett (347 ) and Milan Blagojevic (197, plus several seasons overseas), mixing it with newer 
young guns like Luke Roodenburg. This season has been another up-and-down one for the Sydney side, with the club 
climbing as high as third place after Round 12, only to stumble again after Christmas and they will be extremely 
disappointed at having missed the playoffs again.

G”” Faria hasn't had as much time as he might have 
anticipated to help out in his father's busy ice 
cream parlour in the heart of Fremantle over the past 
seven months. 

Such has been his impact with Perth Glory that the 
dashing midfielder has hardly had the chance to catch 
his breath in his rookie season in the NSL, let alone have 
the opportunities to dish out servings of ice cream. 

Faria made his 22nd appearance of the season for 
the Glory when turning out against Brisbane Strikers last 
Friday. 

Not bad for a player who didn't think he would make 
much progress beyond the substitute's bench in his first 
season. 

"| certainly didn't expect to figure in so many games," 
said the modest Faria, whose skill, drive, commitment 
and versatility have been a boon to the Glory in what 
has been an injury-plagued campaign for the team.

Faria has put in the hard yards on the training track 
and on his own at the small gym he has created in his 
parents' home. "I've got a trampoline, a heavy boxing 
bag and a floor-to-ceiling speed ball and | work out three 
or four times a week," he said. 

"| also go on plenty of bike rides and I've been 
grafting extra hard to improve my leg power with 
weights and to sharpen my take-off from standing starts." 

He's also given extra attention to his shooting skills, 
which he demonstrated admirably with a spectacular 
debut goal in the 7-2 thrashing of Brisbane Strikers in 
January. He got another a few weeks later against 
Canberra Cosmos and his third of the season in the vital 
2-0 away win over Marconi Stallions on April 7, two 
days before he celebrated his 22nd birthday. 

So, what now for the boy from Freo who started as a 
junior with Fremantle United, progressed to Cockburn 
United and made the move back to Fremantle City, 
making his senior debut as a 17-year-old?

The Pride is no sure thing to play its final two 
matches of this season's competition after players refused to 
accept the club's offer of paying up to six weeks! worth of 
outstanding wages by the weekend. SA in turn refused to 
sanction the Round 28 match if the club could not guarantee 
it would send its strongest side to Bob Jane Stadium.

Wollongong Wolves, whose match against the Pride last 
week was postponed, will now also earn a 3-0 victory. 
Meanwhile, Canberra Cosmos has accused SA of bias in the 
NSL restructuring process, with chairman Danny Moulis 
claiming the governing body had given two clubs preferential 
treatment and another two ‘get out of jail free cards'. The 
Cosmos, who were also deemed to be an unviable 
proposition for next year's NSL, will approach other clubs to 
canvass support for retaining Canberra and a Queensland 
side in the 2001/02 competition.

Socceroo star Harry Kewell drafted a press statement 
announcing his retirement from international soccer last year, 
The Sun-Herald has revealed. The Leeds United player, who has 
had a tumultuous relationship with his national team, came 
within 24 hours of being lost to Australian football after an act 
of brinkmanship by his UK-based management. The London 
office of IMG, the firm that represented Kewell until last month, 
sent Socceroo coach Frank Farina a letter and prepared a 
press statement that Kewell would quit international soccer. The 
letter stated that Kewell's retirement was in the best interests of 
his career and would happen a week before Australia met the 
Czech Republic. Farina was given 24 hours to respond and 
managed to defuse the situation. Kewell was not selected for 
the March, 2000 Czech game, which the Socceroos lost 3-1. 
Farina and Bernie Mandic, Kewell's current agent and a former 
IMG employee, played down the incident but Kewell is clearly 
no closer to becoming a fully committed Australian squad 
member. If Soccer Australia invokes FIFA sanctions in a club- 
yersus-country struggle, it is understood he will quit 
international football. Kewell is likely to play just two of 
Australia's eight matches before the 2002 World Cup - against 
the South American qualifier for a place in the finals. He will 
miss the Confederations Cup and Oceania play-off in June due 
to the birth of his child, and is unlikely to face world and 
European champions France in Australia in November.

Valencia is reportedly attempting to lure Alaves coach 
Jose Manuel Esnal to join them next season. Esnal is one 
of the hottest managers in Spanish football at the moment 
due to his phenomenal success with little-known Alaves, 
who were playing in the fourth division 1] years ago. 
According to the Spanish sports daily newspaper Marca, 
Valencia want Esnal to replace current coach Hector 
Cuper. The paper claims the club have reached a verbal 
agreement with the Alaves coach, known in Spain as 
'Mane', to join them at the end of the present season. By 
then, he could have steered Alaves to victory in the UEFA 
Cup. This term they have taken Europe by storm and 
completed a brilliant run to the final of the UEFA Cup, 
where they'll meet Liverpool, with a stunning 9-2 
aggregate win over Kaiserslautern last Thursday. In 
Esnal's first three seasons at the helm of the unheralded 
Basque side, he guided them from the second division to 
sixth place in the first, and qualification for the UEFA 
Cup. Cuper, who has taken Valencia to the Champions 
League semifinals for the second year running, has 
already made it clear that he wants to leave at the end 
of the season. He steered Real Mallorca to victory in the 
Spanish Super Cup in 1998 and to the final of the now 
defunct Cup Winners' Cup in 1999, which they lost 2-1 


to Lazio. 


RELEGATED STRASBOURG IN FRENCH CUP FINAL 
Demoted Strasbourg restored some pride last Friday 
when they reached the French Cup final with a 4-1 upset 
win over double title holders Nantes. Inspirational striker 
Peggy Luyindula opened the scoring on the half hour, 
before midfielder Pascal “Johansen made it two 10 
minutes into the second half. Strasbourg dominated the 
match as midfielder Pascal Camadini,netted his side's

FIFA BOSS TO SEEK RE-ELECTION 

Sepp Blatter has expressed his intention to seek re- 
election as FIFA president when his current term of office 
ends next year. Blatter said he will formally announce his 
intention to stand at FIFA's Congress in Buenos Aires in 
July. The election for the new president is due to take 
place in Seoul before the World Cup finals next year. 
Blatter was voted FIFA president in 1998, defeating 
UEFA president Lennart Johansson just before the start of 
the World Cup finals in France. Johansson, now 72, will 
not stand for election next time, but challenges could 
come from FIFA vice-president Dr Chung Mong-Joon, the 
president of the South Korean FA, or from Issa Hayatou 
of Cameroon, another FIFA vice-president and the 
president of the African Football Confederation (CAF). 
Asked about his proposal for a World Cup finals every 
two years, Blatter said the discussions are to resume on 
this matter after the new international calendar will come 
into effect in January 2002. 


VODAPHONE DENY PREMIER LEAGUE TALKS 
Mobile phone company Vodafone has denied it is in 
discussions over sponsoring English Premier League 
soccer. Vodafone, the world's largest mobile phone 
company, already sponsors English champions 
Manchester United, the England cricket team and the 
Derby horse race. The sponsorship of the Premier League 
is up for grabs when beer company Carling's contract 
expires at the end of this season. 


VAN NISTELROOY SET TO SIGN FOR MAN U 

Manchester United are getting closer to finally 
completing the signing of striker Ruud Van Nistelrooy 
from Dutch club PSV Eindhoven for 18 million pounds 
(AU$5Om}. United looked set to sign Van Nistelrooy for 
18.5 million pounds ($51.7m) 12 months ago, but the 
transfer collapsed when the Dutch international suffered 
a cruciate knee ligament injury which ruled him out of 
action for 10 months. Although Manchester United 
clinched their seventh Premier League title in nine years 
the previous week, they were knocked out of the 
Champions League by Bayern Munich last Wednesday, 
the second straight year they have failed to get beyond 
the quarterfinals, The 24-year-old Van Nistelrooy could 
be the first of several top players to arrive at Old Trafford 
this summer as Alex Ferguson bids to win European

TURKISH GIANTS FINED FOR TICKET SCAM 
UEFA have confiscated more than AU$3.88 million and 
imposed a $400,000 fine on Galatasaray for ticket 
irregularities at last season's UEFA Cup final. European 
soccer's governing body reported that their Disciplinary 
Committee had decided to confiscate a total of almost $4 
million from Galatasaray - the additional revenue 
acquired by the club who put their 12,149 tickets on sale 
at a higher price than that agreed with UEFA and the 
Danish organisers of the final staged in Copenhagen. 
UEFA had earlier decided to confiscate the extra money 
and fine Galatasaray 200,000 Swiss francs ($229, 000} 
for the incident, but increased the fine to 350,000 Swiss 
francs ($400,000) when they turned down an appeal 
from Galatasaray last week.
